do from time to time, I have often 
referred to the disposition of pérsons 
of this mental type to take up with a 
multitude of vagaries. Seldom does an 
“anti” limit himself to one windmill.

I have sometimes wondered whether. 


Alfred Russell Wallace had an anti mind, 


& great collector of rare specimens, par- 
-cularly in South America and around 
due Indian ocean, that he was 
about fifteen years later than Darwin, 
and lived until 1913. He was a great 
naturalist. He put out a book on the 
Darwinian theoriés while Darwin was 
writing his book, In other words, work- 
ing along the same lines, in the same 
part of the world and using the same 
material, he quite in ndently reached 
the same conclusions Darwin did. Dar- 
win took twenty years to mature his re- 
search before he wrote. Wallace took 
but a fraction of that time. :

He is credited by every one, including 
Darwin, with having been a co-discov- 


been one of the world’s greatest natural- 
ists. However, he was not regarded as 
being well poised. |

minded. But it will be noticed in six of 
the seven points on which he was at 
variance with science then and now he 
accepted something which they rejected, 
and only one did he reject. For none 
of these did he contend. He was not a 
fighter, as Huxley was. He was credu- 
lous minded. ‘Though one of the great- 
est naturalists the world has known his 
mind was not efficient in weighing evi- 


| dence. While he had this quality in 


common with those who are anti-minded
